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Testimonial resolution causes 'stir' 


It was a testimonial resolution, 
commending Associated News- 
papers (ANP) for its 3-month in- 
vestigation into the fiscal activities 
of Communities United For Action 
Inc. (CUFA). 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commission had all went according 
to schedule, was to have taken their 
standard “voice vote“ on the 
matter. The document would have 
been incorporated into the official 
board minutes; ANP would have 
received the resolution for its 
records; and the matter would have 
been closed, forgotten until the next 
testimonial resolution was in- 
troduced. 

But, in an unexpected departure 
from standard practice, ANP in- 


stead was attacked by the com- 
missioners, and the resolution, in- 
troduced by County Commissioner 
William Joyner, became the subject 
of controversy and the topic of an 
investigation. 

It was debated, discussed, and 
cursed by some Then when a vote to 
table the resolution failed by a roll 
call vote of the commissioners, it 
was decided to defer the matter to 
the Human Resources Committee 
for further investigation. 

It was one of the last decisions to 
be made by the commissioners prior 
to the Christmas holidays, and as 
Joyner views it “it was historic.” 

“It w’as such a simple resolution . . . 
that’s the sad part. I don’t see how 
they could object,” Joyner said. 


“They tried to make it a racial issue 
and just about called you people 
racists. It was very frustrating.” 

According to Bernard Hanus, 
director of administration for the 
board, the last instance when a 
testimonial resolution was rejected, 
tabled or made the topic of con- 
troversy, occurred in 1972 when a 
memorial testimonial resolution 
was questioned by former com- 
missioner Paul Silver. 

“It was crazy then, and it’s quite 
unbelievable now,” Hanus said 
Maxine Young, the Detroit 
commissioner who led the attack on 
the resolution, refused to comment 
when contacted by ANP 
In the official vote, it was 


Rosemary Robinson, Ms Young, 
Jarrette Simmons, Sam Turner, 
Garence Young and Martha Scott, 
also Detroit commissioners, who 
registered votes against the 
resolution. 

Ms. Young, according to Joyner 
and two other commissioners in- 
terviewed by ANP, reportedly was 
against signing the resolution 
because of its potential to aggravate 
her black constituency. 

“It’s sad it had to be a racial issue, 
because it just wasn’t one.” Joyner 
said. 

Kay Beard, county commissioner 
representing Inkster, said she ab- 
stained from the vote because, in 
part she thought it was premature, 
and because she didn’t want to be 


tangled up in a racial issue 

“I have to be careful what I say 
I’m not pro-black, pro-white but pro- 
people,*’ said Mrs. Beard, who noted 
the majority of her constituency is 
black 

Also surprised at the vote out- 
come, was Richard Manning, board 
chairman. So surprised was Man- 
ning that he said he felt a bit uneasy, 
having had already signed the 
proclamation, endorsing and sanc- 
tifying the resolution. 

Manning said, despite the con- 
troversy created over the resolution, 
he does not want to be sidetracked 
and miss the “importance of 
bringing CUFA into the open.’’ 

“1 think we have an obligation to 
not let this thing turn into a racial 


issue and lose the issue completely,” 
said Manning “What is needed is to 
open the w hole can of worms and say 
where are we going with this.” 

It was Manning's suggestion to 
conduct public hearings to discuss 
the possibility of investigating 
CUFA on a grander scale. He 
suggested, for instance, referring 
the matter to the general govern- 
ment committee, one of four stan- 
ding committees 

“That committee has overall 
jurisdiction, besides it has a good 
cross section of people and will not 
become racial. “ Manning said. “It’s 
much better than sending it to the 
Human Resources Committee 
where the decision already has been 
made.” 
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City officials defer 6 percent pay hike

The morning after being granted 6 
percent salary raises by the City 
Council, elected Romulus officials 
Thursday deferred the increases in 
light of the city’s poor financial 
condition. 

Speaking as spokesman for 
himself, Mayor William M. Oakley 
and Treasurer Beverly McAnally, 


Gerk Leonard Folmar said: “We 
believe that to attract qualified 
people to elected positions in 
Romulus, fair and equitable wages 
must be paid. However, due to the 
economic condition of the city today, 
we are deferring the 6 percent 
salary raises until the city is in a 
more favorable economic position.” 

The 6 percent salary boost had 
been made this month by the 
Romulus Officers Compensation 


Commission, a 7-member body 
appointed by the mayor. If not acted 
upon in 30 days, state law stipulates 
that the recommended raises go into 
effect. 

In discussion on the salary boost 
recommendation, Folmar spoke in 
favor, citing the high cost of living. 

Councilman Ed Rush made a 
motion to deny the salary boost 
recommendation of the pay board. 
With council members Richard 


Yeramian, Mary Ann Banks, Gerry 
Canejo and Junior Block voting 
against the denial (for the salary 
boost), the motion was defeated 4-3. 
Rush, Jimmie Raspberry and Ray 
Cantrell voted for the denial. 

A two-thirds vote of the City 
Council was required to defeat the 
motion. 

In urging denial of the salary 
boosts, Rush stressed that the city is 
broke. He cited the mayor’s earlier

Newly -elec ted Romulus Councilman Ed Rush isn’t letting any grass grow 
under his feet. . 6 

Recently, he took action in view of his city’s dire financial condition that quite 
possibly may induce officials of other communities with little money to 
emulate. 

Rush wrote to the Detroit Diesel Allison Division of General Motors in 
Romulus asking the company to provide six new lease cars to the city at a cost 
of $1 each per year. 

Explaining in his letter of Dec. 22, 1979 that “.. .the city is beset with a severe 
financial cash crisis....”, Rush stressed that city cars need replacement, but 
that Romulus w'as unable to even purchase one new vehicle . 


The councilman wrote: “The city in the past was most eager to help your 
corporation with tax abatement, but now finds itself in a position of need. 

“I am sure that cooperation from your company would certainly make all the 
citizens of Romulus feel their past action to help you was well worth the effort 
involved.” 

As now' permitted under state law, Romulus approved granting the huge plant 
a tax reduction for a specified period of years that would enable local expansion 
of several million dollars by GM. 

Rush concluded his letter by requesting a “positive response” from Detroit 
Diesel. 


recommendation to council to reject 
bids for two diesel trucks with snow 
removal blades because of lack of 
funds. 

“If we can’t buy the trucks, how 
can we give our elected officials 
salary increases?” Rush asked. 

Lending support to Rush’s motion 
was Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry, who spoke strongly in favor of 
the denial of salary hikes. 

Current salaries for city officials 
are the mayor, $22,680 annually and 
clerk and treasurer, $17,280 an- 
nually. 

Although the pay board recom- 
mended 6 percent salary increases 
for the mayor, clerk and treasurer, 
it bypassed ouncil members The 
council cL men now receives 
$3 500 a vearl while "he remaining 
six members get $3,000 yearly. 

On the day following the Wed- 
nesday night council session, 
Folmar, McAnally, Rush and 
Raspberry had further comments on 
the salary increase issue. 

“I said last night that I didn’t want 
the salary raise until the city is 
solvent,” said the treasurer. She 
added, however, that she believes 
salaries of elected officials should 
not be allowed to become too low 
because qualified persons would be 
less inclined to run for office. 

Rush commented: “The city 
treasurer needs a new cash register, 
but the city cannot afford to buy her 
a new one. So, how can we be in a 
position to give salary increases to 
our top elected city officials?”

Public school systems in Van 
Buren Township, Romulus and 
Huron Township will share in state 
school aid, federal funds under Title 
I of the Elementary -Secondary 
Education Act of 1965, and federal 
vocational education funds for 
December and January.

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Civic groups lose 
in bid for funding

If the government shows an 
inability to administer programs, as 
some are claiming Communities 
United For Action Inc. (CUFA) has 
done, then where should those 
federal and state dollars be diverted 
to? The private sector? 

But what if the private sector 
hasn't the capabilities to assume 
responsibility for those dollars 

.then what? 

Some are now' saying the volun- 
teer sector is the only logical place 
to turn to, and is much preferred 
over defunding agencies like CUFA. 

A group of Jaycees from several 
Western Wayne County chapters 
were interviewed by Associated 
Newspapers (ANP), each con- 
tending that volunteer groups are 
geared in manpower, enthusiasm, 


commitment and organizational 
capabilities to administer federal 
programs designed to assist the low- 
income residents, but that without 
the monetary support, they say they 
are stymied. 

“We understand the needs of the 
seniors in our area, and are trying to 
start programs to help them,” said 
Inkster Jaycee President Dick 
Schreiber. “But the problem is we 
can’t get the money that govern- 
ment can get.” 

Schreiber was joined in his sen- 
timents by Wayne Jaycee President 
Sam Caincross, Canton Township 
Jaycee President Gary Jagoda and 
William Joyner, vice-president of 
the Michigan Jaycees 

Each Jaycee activist contended 
that if their volunteer groups could 
procure money equivalent to 
amounts obtained by community 
action agencies like CUFA, they 
could provide residents with more 


services for federal dollars spent. 

“Money is a major issue for us. We 
believe that the government could 
be using its money more efficiently, 
but they’re not We could, but we’re 
not eligible for most funds and we’re 
not given the chance,” Schreiber 
said 

The Michigan Jaycee’s yearly 
revenue is approximately $1 million, 
with that money being raised by the 
Jaycees themselves, according to 
Joyner, who also is a Wayne County 
Commissioner representing nine 
Western Wayne County com- 
munities. 

For two years, Joyner said, when 
he was active in the Livonia 
Jaycees, his local group attempted 
to obtain CETA funding, and still are 
in pursuit of those funds Each year, 
the group is rejected funding 
requests, being ruled ineligible 
applicants 

“Here the Jaycees are ineligible 


We work because we’re sincere. We 
don’t get any money. We know the 
needs of the people, and yet we’re 
refused,” Joyner said “I’ts just not 
fair. 

But James Norman, director of 
the Bureau of Community Services 
(BCS) a division of the Michigan 
Department of Labor, disagrees 

Norman, whose agency monitors 
the activities of CUFA along with 30 
other community action agencies in 
the state, said the Jaycees and 
similar volunteer organizations are 
not capable of administering money 
in a similar fashion as non-profit 
government organizations 
To Joyner’s statements Norman 
reported: “That’s malarky. They 
don’t know how to handle funds, and 
that’s the nicest thing I can say 
about them.” 

He said government has an 
elaborate system, a network of

Iran letter writing 
campaign urged 


While millions of Americans 
have sent holiday greetings to the 
hostages in Teheran, Albert 
Shanker, president of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers, is urging the 525,000 
members of his union to launch a 
nationwide letter writing cam- 
paign among their students 
aimed directly at the Iranian 
government. 

Shanker issued his appeal to 
school boards and school ad- 
ministrators. as well as teachers, 
asking them to join together in 
organizing and promoting letter 
writing projects in their schools 
and classrooms. 

“If millions of American 
students devoted some classroom 
time to writing letters to the 
Iranian embassy, expressing 
their views, the volume could 
have dramatic impact.” he said 

“Letters from America’s 
young people protesting Iran’s 


flagrant violations of in- 
ternational law and demanding 
the immediate release of the 
hostages would have special 
significance.” Shanker added 
‘This country's youth have in the 
past shown themselves to be a 
vocal force in national and in- 
ternational affairs But too often 
in the minds of many people, both 
here and abroad, their activities 
are associated with protests 
against their own government. 

“Now the opportunity exists for 
them to express their solidarity 
with American efforts to gain the 
release of the hostages and to 
make the Iranian government 
and the rest of the world aware 
that they find such actions 
against their country and its 
citizens intolerable.”

(Continued from Page A-l) 
federal guidelines and rules that 
surpass any volunteer organization, 
as well as sophisticated programs 
which only result from years of 
operating those programs. 

The Jaycees. said Norman, are 
without a certified accounting 
system, a merit system for em- 
ployment and without an outreach to 
the poor program, rendering that 
group ineligible for funds 

“They can request all they want, 
but they ain't getting nothing,” 
Norman said. “We have experience. 
We have 10 pages of guidelines. We 
understand the compolex problems. 
They don't. Experience does not 
mean weekend cleanups or selling 
candy for crippled kids.” 

Norman admitted, however, that 
in his two years at the BCS the 
community action agencies he 
monitors are not always capable of 


meeting the guidelines and rules, 
nor have they proven able to bring 
direct services to the poor as in- 
tended 

Hesaid ANP's 4-part investigation 
into the fiscal and program ac- 
tivities of CUFA was “right on 
target”, when it learned and 
reported on misuse of CUFA money, 
faltering programs and alleged 
falsified recordings of low-income 
residents reportedly having been 
serviced by CUFA 

But, you see, the system is 
behind us not them (the 
Jaycees.),” Norman said 

The system apparently wasn’t 
behind the Wayne Jaycees this year 
when that group came to the aid of a 
Wayne resident who w'as facing the 
threat of a gas shut-off 

In fact, the system had failed that 
senior and ignored the Jaycees. 


‘This senior needed help from 
CUFA. but for a year was refused 
help Then it was almost too late. We 
stepped in and helped her,” said 
Ca incross 

Caincross said a Wayne senior 
was discovered heating her home 
with two portable heaters. She was 
without gas 

The Jaycees intervened and paid 
more than $110 for 125 gallons of the 
fuel, helping her to make it through 


the winter season without total 
reliance on the portable heaters. 

That local chapter also responded 
to the needs of seniors without 
transportation, food, in need of their 
homes to be insulated against severe 
weather conditions, and with a 
yearly budget of about $24,000 raised 
through Jaycee efforts, they are 
able to accomplish a part of their 
goals 

But we’d like to do more We're 


doing for people, but we re getting 
shafted because we have to pay 
ourselves for everything we want to 
do.’’ Caincross said 
“You'd think somewhere along the 
line we'd get help ” 

Joyner believes the Jaycees are 
accomplishing tasks with little or no 
funding that the bureaucrats have 
proven incapable of doing, even with 
the necessary funding 
“The bureaucrats, though, think 
they own the world The bottomline 


is the Jaycees right now are doing 
what the bureaucrats can't do. but 
the bureaucrats know a good thing 
and don’t want to funnel the money 
anywhere but to themselves,” 
Joyner said “It’s a losing battle.” 

If Schrebier and his fellow 
volunteers had their way. however, 
they’d be given the chance to 
demonstrate their capabilities.

IRS wants you! 

Undelivered refunds 
seek their J owners' 


The Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) wants you ... Glenda Barks- 
dale of Inkster, Stanley Borden of 
Canton Township and a list of other 
area residents who stand to benefit 
by answering the call. 

According to IRS officials, there 
are a good number of undelivered 
federal tax refund checks of 
Michigan taxpayers, many in the 
Western Wayne County area, that 
are waiting to be claimed 

Many of these checks, according 
to the IRS, remain undelivered 
because taxpayers have moved and 
left no forwarding address with the 
US. Postal Service 

Taxpayers who have not changed 
addresses, but still have not 
received their tax refunds should 
check with IRS as soon as possible, 
officials said, because refund delays 
can also be caused by lost or stolen 
checks In these cases, the IRS can 
put tracers on the missing checks. 

Some refunds may be delayed 
because of errors, or omissions, on 


tax returns Affected taxpayers in 
these instances should follow the 
instructions received from the IRS 
in order to speed up issuance of their 
checks. 

The IRS stressed that in all refund 
inquiries, the taxpayer should 
provide name and address as they 
appear on the return, the actual 
name and address if different, the 
Social Security numbers, and the 
type of form filed

City officials defer 
6 percent pay hike

fiscal year would see Romulus come 
out short to the tune of $1 million or 
more. 

Adding to his statement Thursday 
in turning down salary boosts for the 
city’s three elected officials, Folmar 
defended council members who 
supported the pay board’s recom- 
mendation. 

‘Those council members voting 
against the denial did so because 
they felt a fair and equitable wage 
for elected city officials is in the best 
interests of the community.” 

In like measure, the clerk also 
defended the vote of the three 
council members who voted for the 
salary denial. 

“We (mayor, clerk and treasurer) 
are sensitive to those who voted for 


the salary increase denial. It was 
one of the factors we considered in 
deferring the salary raises now.” 

Thursday Raspberry said the 
mayor was getting the 6 percent 
salary boost not long after he had 
turned down a 7 percent salary raise 
for the city’s three foremen in 
contract talks now going on. He said 
the matter now was in mediation. 

“The 6 percent salary raises were 
not budgeted in the city budget for 
the 1979-80 fiscal year,” Raspberry 
contended. 

He explained that prior to the 
start of this fiscal year — July 1, 1979 
— the mayor had appointed a 
committee to make salary 
recommendations for city depart- 
ment heads and non-union per- 
sonnel. The committee was made up 


of Oakley, council member 
McAnally, council member Mary 
Carter and council member Gerry 
Cane jo. 

Raspberry said the mayor and 
other committee members 
recommended a 7 percent salary 
boost for city employees making 
under $15,000 annually and a 5 
percent salary jump for those 
making more than $15,000 yearly. 

“Yet, the mayor was going to 
accept a 6 percent salary increase 
for himself after he had announced a 
cutback on city expenditures due to 
the current cash crisis,” Raspberry 
said. 

Raspberry cited a statement 
made Wednesday night by the 
treasurer which revealed that a 
third of the city’s accounts now show 
“a zero balance”.

And to identify the problems and 
hopefully find solutions for them, the 
White House will convene a Con- 
ference on Small Business which 
will be held in Washington, Jan. 13-

David J Willett. Publisher of The 
Associated Newspapers which in- 
cludes Belleville Enterprise, 
Romulus Roman, The Canton Eagle, 
Inkster Ledger-Star, The Westland 
Eagle and The Wayne Eagle, will be 
one of 2,100 delegates who will at- 
tend the conference. 

The delegates will spend four days 
deliberating issues in several areas, 
including : Capital Formation and 
Retention, Government Regulation 
and Paperwork, Women in Business, 
Minority Business Development, 
International Trade, Inflation, 
Economic Policy, and Government 
Programs, Federal Procurement, 
Veterans in Business, Energy, In- 
novation and Technology, En- 
treprenual Education and 
Management Assistance. 

Obviously from the above agenda, 
the delegates will be busy. But in 
addition to their busy schedule, they 
will also hear a number of 
distinguished speakers addressing 
the subject of the climate for the 
small business in America 

President Carter is scheduled to 
deliver the opening address on 
Sunday, Jan 13 Subsequent 
speakers will include William 
Miller, secretary of treasury ; Alfred 
Kahn, assistant to the President on 
inflation; and Luther Hodges Jr., 
acting secretary of commerce. 

The final day of the conference, 
delegates will vote on resolutions 
proposed by various theme areas. 
Their final recommendations will 
include proposals that may be 
enacted in three separate ways: 
Executive Orders issued by the 
President, legislation passed by 
Congress, and initiatives taken by 
the private sector 

Of the 2,100 delegates eligible to 
attend the 1980 conference, a clear 
majority were democratically 
elected at 57 field meetings held in 
all parts of the country to gather 
information and ideas from the 
broad cross-section of the U S small 
business community 

In addition, each state Governor, 

U S Senator and member of the U S. 
House of Representatives were 
allowed to appoint one delegate A 


limited number of delegates — 
approximately 200 — were ap- 
pointed by the Executive Branch. 

The conference has been convened 
at a time when the small business 

Of the total number of non-farm 
businesses, 10.4 million (96.4 per- 
cent) are considered “small” by the 
Small Business Administration’s 
small business size standards. Small 
business accounted for 43 percent of 
the Gross National Product (GNP) 
and provides 58 percent of the U.S. 
business employment (excluding 
farms). 

Small business directly or in- 
directly provides the livelihood of 
over 100 million Americans, creates 
more jobs than any other sector of 
the economy and is responsible for 
more than 50 percent of all in- 
novation.

Christmas program 
termed 'successful' 
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Breaking the ice 


Lakes spawn communities of winter fishermen 


When winter’s blast of freezing 
temperatures seals over Michigan's 
inland waters, thousands of hardy 
souls venture from their cozy con- 
fines to “break the ice” for another 
go-around at cold-weather fishing 
Almost overnight, hundreds of 
little communities spring up on 
lakes and bays, populated by a breed 
of rugged sportsmen and women 
Bone-chilling as the weather may 
be, these small settlements are hot 
spots for action as their residents 
spud holes in the ice, jiggle an ice fly 
for panfish, set tip-ups for walleye, 
pike or lake trout, or toss a spear at 
a northern or muskie 
All this, plus the camaraderie of 
the folks “next door”, keeps calling 
fishermen back to their shanty 
towns until the spring thaw* sets in 

There are three basic ways to go 
about ice. fishing— with hand lines, 
tip-ups, or spears. The first two are 
by far the most popular, probably 
because they are the simplest and 
can be used for taking just about 
every kind of fish on Michigan’s 
legal catch list during the winter. 

Spear fishing is a more specialized 
sport, which puts a premium on 
patience and accuracy. Generally, 
all three types of fishing are best 
from around dawn until mid- 
morning and again from late af- 
ternoon to sundown. However, 
spearing action usually holds up 
throughout the day. Early, late, or in 
between, get out whenever you have 
the chance. 

Another general thing to keep in 
mind is that fish become rather 
sluggish during the winter, and 
move around less than in the 
summer. So it stands to reason that 


the more holes you cut and try, the 
better your chances for locating fish 

In getting geared up. you’ll want a 
fiber-glass rod 3 to 5 feet long. A 
limber rod usually is preferred for 
catching panfish and trout and a stiff 
rod. which aids a firmer setting of 
the hook, for pike, walleye and 
muskie 

If you re going after large trout or 
other big fish, a good free running 
reel, instead of the usual line- 
winding cleat, is a must. It will allow' 
you to “play” vour fish better Also, 
when used w'ithout a bobbler, this 
reel w ill let you change your fishing 
depth with the twi^ of a finger. 

Some fishermen substitute for the 
bobbler by curling part of the line 
around their finger to get the 
“message” when they have a bite 

Fishermen who don’t care for 
reels keep their excess line from 
freezing and out of the way by 
winding it around two L-screws 
which are placed about 12 inches 
apart on the wooden handles of their 
rods. 

Choice in the strength of lines also 
varies, with not over 4-pound test 
recommended for best action on 
blyegills, other panfish, brown and 
rainbow' trout. Some sportsmen who 
are angling specifically for pike or 
muskies, have lines that go as high 
as 8-12 pound test. Neglecting to use 
light lines probably is the most 
frequent mistake of unsuccessful 
fishermen Occasionally, fish will 
break the lighter line, but with some 
finesse, you can land most fish and 
are certain to have more bites. One 
thing ice fishermen are unanimous 
about is that the line should be 
transparent monofilament. 


When it comes to the bobber, the 
smaller the better, as long as it’s big 
enough to stay afloat Fish generally 
don’t bite as eagerly in the winter as 
during the summer Thus, the float 
buoyance and lure weight should be 
balanced so the slightest nibble will 
sink the bobber and offer minimum 
resistance to the fish If the float is to 
buoyant, fish often spit out the bait. 

Assuming for the moment that 
you’ve picked the right baits and 
hooks, the strategy in hand line 
fishing is pretty simple. You just 
“bob” or “jig” your line w ith a short 
up-and-down motion to attract fish 
to your bait Stop every couple of 
minutes. This will enable you to feel 
a bite, and give fish a better crack at 
your offerings 

Tip-ups, equipped with reels and 
flags, are used mostly for larger 
fish; northern pike, w'alleyes, 
muskies, and lake trout. They are 
cheap to buy or easy to make. Most 
of those on the market are made to 
fold up for compact handling. 
There’s no big trick to operating tip- 
ups; they are merely baited and set 
out When a fish bites, the flag flies 
up and the fun begins. The rest is up 
to the fishermen, and he goes to it by 
giving his line a solid jerk, setting 
the hook in the fish 

Next, he pulls the line in rapidly, 
hand over hand When he has the 
fish near the hole, it’s time to play it 
careful. In their haste, anglers most 
frequently lose their catches at this 
point by trying to get the fish on the 
ice before it is ready. Be prepared on 
the violent surges to let the line slip 
through your fingers— but always 
with some tension. 

As you may have guessed, tip-ups 


'Be Trim' handies yo-yo 
syndrome of weight toss 


Dealing with the “yo-yo syn- 
drome” and “pigging out” are 
among the goals of “Be Trim,” a 
new eating management program 
now available to the public through 
the St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
Education Center. 

“Our program tries to ease par- 
ticipants into life-style changes that 
will lead to gradual, permanent 
weight loss,” explained Bobbie Sch- 
wartz, developer of “Be Trim.” 

She said elements of “Be Trim” 
grew from six years of teaching 
other weight-control programs in 
Washtenaw County. 

“We de-emphasize dieting 
because it is an ‘off and on’ approach 
that usually results in weight being 
off and on— the yo-yo syndrome,” 


she noted. 

Altering attitudes towards eating 
also is a major thrust. 

“The tendency to think of foods in 
moral terms, as good’ and ‘bad,’ 
promotes guilty feelings at 
overeating, and excessive guilt can 
trigger a series of overeating 
binges,” she said. “We try to 
eliminate guilt and encourage the 
idea that all foods are permissible, 
one must simply learn to control the 
quantity. When this idea is ab- 
sorbed, it becomes far more likely 
that overeating binges, or ‘pig outs,’ 
will be isolated events.” 

Ms. Schwartz noted that “Be 
Trim” previously has been available 
only to empoloyees of the Catherine 
McAuley Health Center (CMHC),

are especially nice to have in colder 
weather when it’s hard to stand 
guard over fishing holes for a long 
period of time Once they are set out, 
the fisherman can retire to a warm 
shanty and wait for the action to pop. 
Or. for those who like variety in their 
sport, tip-ups give them a chance to 
also try their luck at hand line 
fishing. 

An absolute “must” when 
spearing is a good dark shanty 
which eliminates the chance of fish 
seeing you and being spooked. If you 
have a stove, make sure that the 
glow from it is blocked. The shanty 
itself should be sturdily built so the 
sound from your movements inside 
will not travel through the ice. 

As for the fisherman, he should 
wear dark clothes and gloves so he 
won’t tip himself off to his un- 
derwater targets. 

For accuracy’s sake, use a spear 
that is weighted Those that aren’t 
have to be throwm too hard and this 
tends to make them angle off course. 
Overall weight of the spear depends 
upon the fisherman’s tastes and the 
kind of fish he’s going after The 
spear* used on whopping-sized 
sturgeon may weigh as much as 15- 
18 pounds 

Whatever the weight, the spear 
you'll want will have seven to nine 
strong tines and about a 7-foot 
handle with a rope attached so you 
won’t lose it. In attaching the rope, 
here’s a little trick which sometimes 
may be the difference between 
landing a fish and losing it. Run your 
rope through a cotterpin on the 
spear’s handle down to the tines 
where it is tied fast or secured with a 
metal ring. 

When you hit the mark and start to 
haul the fish in, a slight jerk pulls the 
cotterpin out and lets you lift the 
spear with the tines up. If the fish is 
not speared very well, this helps to 
keep it on the tines instead of giving 
it a chance to work free 

Getting back to the preliminaries, 
the element of surprise can’t be 
overstressed as a key to successful 
spear fishing. So, in getting poised 
for action, lower your spear into the 
water before you release it. 

Otherwise, it will make a loud 
plunging sound when it hits the 
water, and alert the fish in time to 
let it dart away to safety. 

Naturally, before you can test any 
of the things we’ve been talking 
about, there is the small matter of 
making a hole in the ice. Many 
veteran fishermen say the Swedish 
type auger can’t be beat for this, 
especially when the ice is 12 inches 
thick or more. Others swear by their 
trusty spuds, and some favor axes. 
It’s your choice. Of course, the auger 
isn’t designed for the type of hole 
that spear fishermen need. 

Whatever tool you pick, keep it 
sharp or by the time the hole is 
made, you may be too tuckered to 
enjoy your fishing. 

Safe ice fishing begins by sizing up 
conditions on your lake before 
carting shanties and other 
paraphernalia onto the ice. A good 
place to start checking lakes is right 
around the shore. If shoreline ice is 
squashy or broken up, it’s a pretty 
good bet that the lake is still not safe.

merge 


A comprehensive regional 
transportation system and a merger 
with the Detroit-Department of 
Transportation have both been 
approved by the board of the 
Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority (SEMTA). 

Tlie issue of merger had been one 
of the major stumbling blocks to the 
final selection of a regional system. 

Details of the merger were ironed 
out between the SEMTA board and 
Detroit Mayor Coleman A. Young 
only a few days before the Dec. 18 
deadline the board had set for itself 
as the date to select a regional 
transit plan. 

The plan, adopted by an 11-vote 
majority of the 15-member SEMTA 
Board, includes an approximately 
12.8-mile light rail line which would 


operate from downtown Detroit to 10 
Mile Road — some 8.2 miles of the 
system, reaching from downtown 
Detroit to Six Mile Road, would be 
subsurface. The plan also includes 
an additional 315 regular buses to be 
used in local and express service; 
more than 300 additional small buses 
to be used for general public dial-a- 
ride and for special elderly and 
handicapped service; expanded 
commuter rail service on the 
existing Pontiac to Detroit line, all- 
day service between Ann Arbor and 
Detroit and new peak-hour servie 
between Mt. Clemens and Detroit; 
and an approximately 3-mile people 
mover system in the Detroit central 
business district. 

'Hie plan chosen by the board was 
a variation of one of seven im- 


provement plans under con- 
sideration. The board chose the plan 
labeled “X-l”; however, they ex- 
tended the light rail line in the 
original X-l plan by approximately 2 
miles. 

The cost of the original X-l (in- 
cluding all service expansion) was 
$1.44 billion The extension is ex- 
pected to add approximately $75 
million to that total. 

A resolution to merge SEMTA and 
the Detroit-Department of Tran- 
sportation was adopted 
unanimously The resolution reads 
in part that ‘SEMTA and the City of 
Detroit (will) merge into a single 
region-wide public transportation 
system, governed by a policy board 
that would protect the interests of all 
parties and operating under the 


direction of a single general 
manager .” 

The resolution also assures that 
the city shall get fair value for its 
system, and the employees will be 
assured of protection for their jobs, 
wages, benefits and working con- 
ditions. The resolution also assures 
that the service in the City of Detroit 
shall be restored to a minimum of 
that provided in 1976, before city 
service reductions. 

The resolution specifies that the 
merger issue be submitted to the 
people of Detroit for a vote in or 
before 1982 However, according to 
SEMTA General Manager Larry E. 
Salci : “The referendum is' of 
course, important, but at this point 
we do not foresee any major op- 
position on the part of Detroit 


Commissioners reject hiring of a county manager 


The proposed hiring of a 
management specialist conceived to 
temporarily administer Wayne 
County government has been turned 
down by the County Board of 
Commissioners. 

By a vote of 13-11, the com- 
missioners rejected the idea of 
Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 
during their meeting Dec. 20. The 
defeat was despite approval 14-6 a 
week before by the Ways and Means 
Committee, consisting of all 27 
members of the board. 


Testimony against the measure 
was led by Commissioners James J. 
Rashid of Dearborn, Kay L. Beard of 
Inkster and Alex Pilch, also of 
Dearborn. 

Rashid called the proposal “a 
waste of time” and a potential 
“waste of somebody else’s money.” 
Noting that the proposal calls for 
funding from an independent, 
outside source, Rashid said: "I’m 
not opposed if someone wants to give 
us money, but if somebody does, 
let’s use it for something else, 


something worthwhile.” 

He said the proposed consultant 
could not possibly conduct an in- 
dependent audit, could not 
recommend more effective cost 
reduction that the board already 
has, and would be unable to main- 
tain a daily account of expenses, and 
all ideas expressed in the Carter 
proposal. 

In addition, Rashid said the 
proposal would duplicate or conflict 
with the reason for formation of the 
County Efficiency Task Force. The 


task force is a prestigious 25- 
member group of private citizens 
representing business, labor, 
education, government and various 
civic organizations throughout the 
county 

Commissioner Beard also argued 
in favor of waiting for the task force 
report, saying that appointment 
consulting authority beforehand 
would insult a “distinguished 
panel.” 

Pilch said the proposal was vague 


in reference to funding from outside 
sources. 

“It mentions money necessary for 
consultant fees, but does not specify 
how much,” he said. “While I ap- 
plaud searches for ways to reduce 
expenditures, and consider most 
such efforts virtuous, this approach 
is unworthy. 

“AH the ideas supposed in the 
proposal are our responsibility. 
Let’s exercise it 


citizens to a merger The citizens of 
Detroit, like other citizens of this 
region, have expressed an over- 
whelming desire for improved 
transit services, and that can best be 
accomplished by one coordinated 
system. 

SEMTA currently maintains a 
purchase of service agreement with 
D-DOT which has provided the 
necessary funding for the City to 
continue its operations 
Also, in or before 1982, a taxation 
proposal to fund operating deficits of 
the regional system will be 
presented to the voters of Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb counties. 
Although SEMTA covers a 7-county 
area, the services are concentrated 
in these three counties. Details of the 
taxation proposal have yet to be 
worked out 

The next step in the development 
of the selected regional plan is 
submittal of that plan to the 
Michigan State Legislature for 
approval of the 20 percent local 
share for preliminary engineering. 
Once the local share is assured, the 
plan will then be submitted to the 
Urban Mass Transportation Ad- 
ministration for approval of the 80 
percent federal share for 
preliminary engineering

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During Egyptian tour 


Delegation gets to know Middle East 


Eighty metropolitan area 
citizens, comprising a special 
delegation fostered by Wayne 
County Community College, has 
embarked on a 14-day tour of Egypt. 

The VVCCC excursion, which 
began Dec 28, is focusing on 
meetings by local citizenry with 
their counterparts in Egyptian fields 
of business, education, labor, 
economics and the arts. 

‘The Egyptian tour is an historic 
event, a rare combination of efforts, 
including a variety of represen- 
tatives from our communities and 
professional walks of life” said Dr. 
Reginald Wilson, president of 
WCCC. “It will be an exercise in 
observing a different life style and 
culture, and an excellent op- 
portunity for us to better know a 
portion of the Middle Eastern ex- 
perience 

“We are especially pleased that 
the college will also be making 
formal presentations reflecting its 
institutional systems of operation. A 
significant goal of this trip will be to 
honor recent requests by Egyptian 
educators to highlight aspects of 
management and academic of- 
ferings presently available through 
WCCC as a national educational 
model.” 

Signifying what is truly an ex- 
panding “world view” of WCCC 
interests, the college’s executive 
vice-president. Dr. Mostafa M. Afr, 
himself an Egyptian by birth, has 
facilitated the tour in conjunction 
with Egypt’s Supreme Council for 
Higher Education. He foresees the 
magnitude of the January tour to 
provide future impetus for further 
international ventures by the 


college. 

Metropolitan area participants in 
the Wayne County Community 
College Egyptian Trip include 
students, homemakers, artists, 
teachers, educational ad- 
ministrators and corporate 
representatives from several major 
companies. 

Joining key WCC administrators 
at its first management-oriented 
seminar in Egypt, at Cairo’s Ain 
Sham is University, was the Systems 
and Computer Technology Cor- 
poration (SCT), represented by its 
president and founder, Frederick A. 
Gross. 

A second management seminar at 
Cairo University emphasized the 
application of management 
organization systems designed 
specifically for higher education. 
Dr. Wilson spoke on “The Role of the 
Community College in the United 
States,” providing an overview of 
the philosophy and mission of 
community college institutions in 
American education. Seminar topics 
at Cairo University included 
presentations by Dr. Afr, 
“Management of Education 
Resources” and “Management 
Organization Systems Technique: 
(MOST),” delivered by Dr. Milan M. 
Chonich, director of development, 
and Steven M. Racine, director of 
budget and management. 

Members of the college tour 
enrolled in a special seminar course 
offered for credit by the institution. 
The seminar, conducted by Dr. 
Wilson, Dr. Afr and Kandi Baba 
Kumasi, dealt with aspects of 
Egyptian culture, archeology and a 
historical “world-view”, based upon 
group experiences acquired on the 
seminar-tour.

Administration rules change 
would aid mobile homeowners 


Mobile home park tenants will get 
some extra protection in their lease 
agreements with park operators, if 
proposed changes in the Department 
of Commerce-Mobile Home Com- 
mission’s rules survive the ad- 
ministrative rules process. 

Changes in the rules, which will be 
the topic of a public hearing in 
Lansing Jan. 8, would require park 
management to offer leases to 


tenants for a minimum of one year. 
Current commission rules set the 
minimum at six months. 

The proposed changes would also 
mandate that all mobile home sales 
under the commission’s jurisdiction 
have a 5-day cooling-off period to 
give purchasers time to withdraw 
their offer. Currently, only sales of 
new mobile homes carry this 
stipulation. 


Also for consideration at the 
hearing is a requirement that park 
management maintain an inventory 
checklist to determine damages 
incurred by tenants from the 
beginning to the end of their 
tenancy. 

After public hearings ad- 
ministrative rules must be approved 
by the attorney general and the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Ad- 


ministrative Rules.

The year 1980 begins with the 
earth at its closest point to the sun 
and with two bright star clusters in 
view, says University of Michigan 
astronomy Professor Richard G. 
Teske. 

“On Jan. 3, the earth, traveling 
along its ellipse-shaped orbit around 
the sun, will pass that place in the 
orbit that lies nearest the sun. We 
arrive at this point each year in 
early January,” he said. “Six 
months later, in early July, the earth 
is at the place on its elliptical path 


that is farthest from the sun The 
difference in the earth-sun distance 
between the two dates is more than 
three million miles.” 

Also in January, Teske noted, two 
star clusters, the Pleiades and the 
Hyades, may easily be seen in the 
constellation Taurus. 

According to Greek mythology, 
the seven Pleiades and seven 
Hyades were half-sisters, the 
children of Atlas. Zeus rewarded the 
Hyades, entrusted with the care of 
the infant Bacchus, by giving them a 


place in the heavens. But their 
sisters, the Pleiades, gained a place 
in the sky when they were tran- 
sformed by Zeus into celestial doves 
to save them from pursuit by the 
giant Orion 

Nearly overhead in mid-evening, 
the Pleiades are the best known 
cluster in the heavens, Teske ad- 
ded.. 

“To the naked eye, they appear as 
a compact group of six or seven 
stars With binoculars, more than 
two dozen come into view. Lying

history 

taught 


The history of the 
State of Michigan is a 
subject long neglected 
in standard curricula on 
both college and high 
school levels.

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about 400 light years from the sun, 
the cluster actually contains more 
than 150 stars, most of them in- 
visible except in larger telescopes ” 

The U-M astronomer explained 
that the naked-eye stars of the 
Pleiades are examples of stars that 
rotate at very high speeds, spinning 
nearly 100 times faster than does 
the sun. a slowly rotating star which 
takes about 25 days to turn once 
upon its axis. 

“The force exerted by their fast 
spin causes the bright Pleiades stars 
to bulge prominently at their 
equators. In fact, one of the Pleiades 
actually appears to be shedding gas 
because of its great rotational 
speed,” Teske said. 

“The entire Pleiades cluster is 
enveloped by a tenuous cosmic cloud 
of great extent, composed of gas 
atoms and minute flecks of icy 
materials. Photographs of the 
region show that the cloud shines by 
starlight reflected from the tiny 
particles in it, just as street-lamps 


and shopping center lights 
illuminate fog and low-lying clouds 
here on earth.” 

To the southeast of the Pleiades, 
Teske pointed out the V-shaped 
Hyades 

“Marking the Bull’s head in 
Taurus, the 'group is the nearest to 
the sun of all the clusters, with the 
single exception of the Ursa Major 
cluster to which five Big Dipper 
stars belong.” 

The Hyades are dominated by the 
bright, reddish star Aldebaran, 
which is not a true member of the 
duster. 

“Aldebaran is an accidental in- 
truder which lies half-way between 
the Hyades and ourselves,” he 
explained 

Both the Pleiades and Hyades are 
examples of star groups called 


“open clusters,” which remain 
bound together through the mutual 
gravitational pull of their members. 
Although about 1,000 such clusters 
are known, “astronomers suspect 
that there may be nearly 20 times 
that many in our galaxy that remain 
undiscovered. 

“All the member stars of a cluster 
have had a common origin and share 
a common birth date. By comparing 
their characteristic brightnesses 
and colors with computer 
calculations, astronomers can 
determine the group’s age,” Teske 
said. “It is found that the Pleiades 
cluster is youthful by cosmic 
standards, being hardly more than 
fifty million years old, while the 
Hyades have an age 10 times that. 
By comparison our sun is indeed a 
senior citizen, with an age of four 
and a half billion years.”

ago in which a Catholic priest in 
Massachusetts refused to baptize 
the baby of a woman w ho had stated 
publicly that she believed women 
should have the right to choose for 
themselves whether, to have an 
abortion. 

Now the Mormon Church has 
excommunicated a feminist who has 
taken a public stand in favor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) — 
which the church opposes. 

It is not clear, however, whether 
she was expelled for advocating 
ERA or for some uncomplimentary 
statements about the Mormon 
Church. 

Certainly one can sympathize with 
anempoloyer for firing an employee 
who rents a hall to bad-mouth the 
company. 

What makes excommunication 
from the Mormon Church more 
serious than getting fired, however, 
is that expulsion from the church 
means expulsion from heaven — or 
at least from the best location in the 
afterlife. 

To the Mormons there are three 
places where we may spend our next 
million years or so after we leave 
these earthly precincts. They base 
this on something St. Paul said to the 
people of the young church in 
Corinth. 

Wrote Paul: “The sun has a 
splendor of its own, the moon 
another splendor and the stars 
another. So it is with the resurrec- 
tion from the dead.” (I Corinthians 
15:41, 42) 

That is, we will go to one of three 
locations on resurrection day. These 
locations will be as different from 
each other as the sun is different 
from the moon and the stars in 
brightness. 

To put it in down-to-earth terms, it 
will be like the difference between 
spehding eternity in Cleveland on 
one hand and Hawaii on the other — 
with maybe Dallas in between. 

The Mormons don’t put it quite 
that way. What they say is that the 
“celestial’* or highest post- 
resurrection kingdom is where 
family relationships will be 
preserved. This is the kingdom Mrs. 


Sonie Johnson forfeits with her 
excommunication from the Mormon 
Church. 

The lower kingdoms (still open to 
her) are made up of individuals 
minus their family ties. 

For all its strictness in doctrine 
and discipline, the Mormon Church 
has more than 4 million members 
throughout the world. 

In this country, however, mem- 
bership in the Church of Jesus Christ 

of Latter Day Saints (the official 
name of the church) is down slightly 
from 2.8 million in 1971 to 2.6 million 
today, although the trend is upward 
again. 

There also is the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints with a total U.S. membership 
of 186,000 and a slightly different set 
of beliefs. 

This group is popularly known as 
Mormon, too (Mormon was a 
prophet of the church), although the 
Reorganized Church prefers not to 
be called Mormon. 

The two churches have a common 
origin. Both claim Joseph Smith as 
their founder. But there was a split 
after Smith’s death in 1844. 

Brigham Young took one faction 
west with him to Utah, now the 


Mormon Church’s world 
headquarters. 

Smith’s wife Emma and his 
brother William sided with the 
group which stayed behind and 
which later became the Reorganized 
Church, with headquarters in In- 
dependence, Mo. 

The Mormons often have been the 
center of controversy — among 
other things for their practice of 


polygamy (officially renounced in 
1890) and for excluding blacks (a 
practice which ended in 1978). 

They also have, on the other hand, 
been held in high esteem for their 
lifestyle, which stresses good health 
habits, family togetherness and 
personal morality. Now controversy 
is enveloping the church anew.

Iran , a hard lesson 



The heart-wrenching tragedy of the American 
hostage situation in Iran may turn out to be a 
very disguised opportunity. 

The events in Iran, to some extent at least, 
characterize the volatile Middle East. And the 
Iranian assault on our nation should make us 
think long and hard about the wisdom of having 
this country’s energy lifeline tied to Middle 
Eastern oil. 

As Iran and the oil embargo of 1973 have 
shown, this nation has mortgaged its future — 
and the note is held by nations who are willing to 
foreclose if our policies conflict with their in- 
terests. 

The Iranian students may have finally taught 
us a very hard lesson: we must become energy 
dependent. 

We must either take action to control our own 
future, or we must surrender our destiny to the 
control of those who own the resources that have 
powered us in the past. 

The country has delayed taking effective 
action for most of a decade. We have slipped and 
stalled, trying to retain our footing in a pool of 
quicksand. We have been unable to summon the 
national consensus and unity needed to forge a 
new' path into future energy independence. 

But the response to Iran created, for the first 
time in a generation, a sense of national outrage. 
If we can harness that outrage before it slips 
away, we can secure the promise of an in- 
dependent future. 


the opportunity coincides with the lifting of 
federal oil regulations, giving windfall profits to 
oil companies. While the companies can still take 
a large share of the profits to find more oil, the 
public needs a portion to fund our shift from 
imported oil to resources such as coal, solar and 
wind energy, hydropower, gasohol and synthetic 
fuels. 

We also must invest in conservation. 

Conservation is the cheapest way to cut energy 
consumption and cost, and the federal govern- 
ment offers tax credits for conservation efforts. 

At least 15 percent of the first $2,000 spent on 
such energy-saving devices that go on furnaces, 
water heaters or chimneys can be credited 
against your federal income taxes. 

Also up to $2,200 in tax credits is available for 
investment in renewable energy sources, such as 
sun and wind energy

homeowmer can cut energy use by at least half 
using the insulating techniques available on the 
market today.

Another major thrust for America is synthetic 
fuels But synthetic fuels will not heat our homes 
or fuel our cars any time soon. They area hope of 
the future. Conservation is the best bet for today. 

One of the most promising of the energy 
alternatives for Michigan is gasohol, a blend of 
one part alcohol and nine parts gasoline. It is a 
particularly good alternative for Michigan 
because plentiful Michigan com, potatoes and 
other products can be used to make the alcohol in 
gasohol. 

And while it costs more today, gasohol has the 
advantage of providing up to 5 percent better 
mileage than regular and no-lead gas.

Home Heating Assistance Program 
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The Legislature has again set up a Home 
Heating Assistance Program designed to help 
senior citizens and lower income working 
families pay their home heating Dills this winter. 

Legislation establishing the program for the 
third consecutive year was signed into law 
October 23, 1979. Under the bill, the program will 
be extended for at least two more years. 

Is the program different from last year’s 
program? Yes. Last year there was a restriction 
on how much liquid assets a person could own, 
but that restriction was eliminated by the 
Legislature this year. 

Who administers the program? The state 
Department of Treasury, which administered 
the home heating relief program last year, is 
handling it again this winter. 

Who is eligible? You are eligible to claim a 
home heating credit if you lived in Michigan at 
least six months of 1979. If you are single, you 
must have maintained your own household. Only 
one credit may be claimed for a household. 

If you are a full-time student, you are not 
eligible if someone else claims you as a depen- 
dent. 

I get public assistance; am I eligible? No. You 
do not qualify if you receive General Assistance 
or Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(ADC) 

I rent mv household; can I claim a heating 
credit? Yes, if you qualify, you will receive a 
home heating credit regardless of whether you 
own your home or rent a home or apartment. 

How much is the credit? The credit amount 
varies. In general, the lower your income and the 
more exemptions you have, the bigger the credit. 
Last year the average heating credit per 
household was slightly under $90, which is about 
what it is expected to be again this winter.

For purposes of figuring the credit, the state 
established a so-called standard allowance for 
each household depending on the number of 
exemptions in the household. Beside your 
number of exemptions in the second column is 
your standard allowance. Your credit is your 
standard allowance less 3.5 percent of your 
household income. You will not get a credit if 
your household income exceeds the amount in 
the column on the right. 

Sample Computation 

John and Mary Jones had household income in 
1979 of $6,200. They are both 65 years old, which 
entitles them to four (4) exemptions. 

Standard Allowance $310 

Less : 3.5 percent of household income 
.035 X $6,200) 217 

Home heating credit 93 

How do I get my credit? You claim your home 
heating credit on the same form used to claim a 
Homestead Property Tax Credit. Step-by-step 
instructions for filing a claim are found in the 
booklets these forms come in. Be sure to read the 
instructions carefully. If you are entitled to an 
Income Tax refund or Homestead Property Tax 
Credit, your home heating credit will be added to 
that refund check. 

Where do I get the form I need? The Michigan 
Department of Treasury will send the forms to 


you if you are a senior citizen, veteran or 
qualified handicapped person who filed a 1978 
Homestead Property Tax Credit claim. If you do 
not get the forms in the mail but you think you 
may qualify for the home heating credit, you can 
pick up forms at your bank or post office, or at 
any Michigan Department of Treasury office. 

When do I have to file my claim? You should 
file as soon as you know the exact amount of your 
1979 household income. The sooner you file’ the 
quicker your claim will be processed. 

W’here can I get help if I have more questions? 
The instructrion booklets for the Michigan In- 
come Tax and Homestead Property Tax Credit 
list all Michigan Department of Treasury offices 
in the state. Free help is available from all of 
these offices. 

If you need help free assistance and additional 
forms are available at all Michigan Department 
of Treasury offices.

old tune... 
but...

Discussing this story with a political 
acquaintance the other evening, I was 
surprised by the matter-of-fact “so what” 
reaction I got. 

“Why that’s not news,” he said. “It 
happens all the time.” I thought about that 
for several days. And have decided that 
the fact that this sort of thing happens all 
the time here in Washington is precisely 
what makes it worth telling you about. 

TTiis story starts eleven years ago when 
American Cyanamid chemical company 
asked the Food and Drug Administration 
for permission to market a new 
“systematic” medication for control fleas 
in dogs. With 50 million pet dogs in the 
country, there would appear to be con- 
siderable market for the product. Known 
as “Proban,” the medicine is ad- 
ministered as drops in the animal’s food or 
drink. Fleas bite the dog — fleas bite the 
dust, I am told. 

After considerable testing, the product 
(generically known as “cythioate") 
proved 99 percent effective, according to 
information submitted to the Food and 
Drug Admistration. Cyanamid also 
claimed other advantages over con- 
ventional shampoos, powders, and flea 
collars — but that’s not really important to 
this story. 

In June 1968, FDA approved marketing 
of the product, for use only as a veterinary 
prescription medicine, however. 

Subsequently, Cyanamid performed 
additional research and, in 1972, submitted 
data to the FDA which, the company 
claimed, showed that cythioate drops 
could be used safely as an over-the-counter 
remedy available at the local pet store 
(like various worming agents and other 
products). 

After two years of foot dragging, FDA 
decided in October 1974 that the Cyanamid 
petition was “incomplete.” The company 
was astounded, after having painstakingly 
prepared the necessary data. 

The next step was to ask for a formal 
hearing to resolve the “impasse.” This 


request was made in early 1975. Another 
year and a half passed, and still no word 
from the regulators. So in October 1976 
Cyanamid notified the FDA that it would 
ask the courts for a writ of mandamus, 
which would require FDA to respond to the 
already 20-months-old request. 

It took only a month for the FDA to get 
the message, and in November 1976 FDA 
published a notice of “opportunity” for 
hearing — giving the company 30 days to 
present a formal request for hearing and 
additional materials supporting its request 
for over-the counter-approval. The 
company complied, of course. 

Nearly a full year later, in September 
1977, FDA denied the hearing, prompting 
the company to file an appeal in the U S. 
Court of Appeals in the District of 
Columbia. 

We are now nearly ten years into the 
saga, remember, and getting this far 
already has cost the company plenty. The 
cost, of course, will be reflected in higher 
prices. 

TTiis brings us early up-to-date. 

The court handed down its ruling 
towards the end of this summer, ordering 

— as any reasonable person would expect 

— FDA to hold the hearings 

“ ... The papers on file in this matter 
generate several material issues of fact 
and science that FDA attempted to resolve 
without a hearing,” in violation of Section 
512 (c) of the Food, Drug and Cosmetics 
Act, the court ruled. 

So here we are, 11 years later, the 
company finally granted a (“fair”?) 
hearing under court order, and little if 
anything resolved — except, perhaps, that 
the FDA has thumbed its nose at the law, 
shown that is is irresponsible, and done its 
little bit to boost consumer prices 

Yes, my friend, similar stories can be 
found all over this town. Which is exactly 
the point of this column.

DOE wastes taxpayers ' funds

The Department of Energy is charged 
with illegally using taxpayers’ funds to 
pay for consumer groups who testify 
against business in agency proceedings. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
is challenged after issuing regulations on 
solid waste which may force firms 
nationwide to immediately close their 
waste facilities without any prior notice or 
hearing. 

TheState Attorney General in Oklahoma 
is accused of illegally forbidding non- 
American corporations from owning land 
in his state— a decision that could 
significantly jeopardize foreign in- 
vestment, jobs and economic growth in 
other states. 

What’s going on here? On the surface, 
you might answer, “Nothing much, 
because nothing changes.” True, big 
government's juggernaut rolls on, 
gradually eliminating the remaining 
freedoms and opportunities in the private 
economy. And true, there seems to be no 
limit to its increases in spending, taxes 
and regulations. 

Still, something fundamental really is 
changing— a subtle shift in momentum has 
begun. As more and more Americans 
become angry enough to fight back, big 
government is finally being thrown on the 
defensive. Victory is not yet in sight, but 
the potential to achieve it is. 

Consider: Thanks to growing pressure 
from the grass roots, it is now the 
initiatives to reduce spending and taxes 
that are proliferating in Congress. The 


spenders can still prevail, but they are 
weary and embarrassed at constantly 
having to explain why they refuse to give 
taxpayers a break. 

The activities of the regulatory agencies 
are also being more closely scrutinized, 
even reined-in. One of the most important 
weapons in this entire counteroffensive is 
that of litigation; and as evidenced by the 
legal challenges listed earlier, the cutting 
edge of the litigation effort is developing 
nght here in the U.S. Chamber. 

The National Chamber Litigation 
Center, Inc. was established in February 
1977, to represent the business community 
before the courts and regulatory agencies 
Rather than simply roll over and play dead 
every time a government bureaucrat or 
no-growth group threatens lengthy, ex- 
pensive legal action, NCLC provides the 
possibility for any business, no matter how 
small, to fight back and win. 

Among its goals, the Center has pledged 
to challenge unconstitutional and 
irresponsible laws and regulations that 
harm the business community and our 
national economy; to counter restrictive 
antibusiness forces affecting labor 
relations, business’ constitutional rights 
and federal rule-making activities, and to 
act as a rational legal advocate for 
business on major public policy issues— 
environmental matters, consumer affairs 
and trade negotiations. 

Obviously, the Center’s resources are

—The case must involve an issue of 
direct importance to a broad cross-sectibn 
of the business community.

That said, the Center has already 
established an impressive record— 14 
victories in the past two years. 

For too long, extremists within 
regulatory agencies and certain self- 
designated consumer and environmental 
groups have used, and abused, the courts 
to by-pass Congress and create public 
policy. The mountains of resulting 
regulations, requiring inordinate amounts 
of time, money and paperwork, have 
drastically curtailed business operations 
at home and harmed our ability to com- 
pete abroad. 

In seeking a more balanced approach to 
the establishment of national priorities, 
the National Chamber Litigation Center is 
making an important contribution to those 
who believe in individual opportunity and 
economic growth for all Americans. For 
that reason, I believe the Center is worthy 
of support.

(Continued from Page A-l) 
federal guidelines and rules that 
surpass any volunteer organization, 
as well as sophisticated programs 
which only result from years of 
operating those programs. 

The Jaycees, said Norman, are 
without a . certified accounting 
system, a merit system for em- 
ployment and without an outreach to 
the poor program, rendering that 
group ineligible for funds. 

“They can request all they want, 
but they ain’t getting nothing. ” 
Norman said. “We have experience. 
We have 10 pages of guidelines. We 
understand the compolex problems. 
They don't. Experience does not 
mean weekend cleanups or selling 
candy for crippled kids.” 

Norman admitted, however, that 
in his two years at the BCS the 
community action agencies he 
monitors are not always capable of 


meeting the guidelines and rules, 
nor have they proven able to bring 
direct services to the poor as in- 
tended. 

He said ANP’s 4-part investigation 
into the fiscal and program ac- 
tivities of CUFA was “right on 
target’’, when it learned and 
reported on misuse of CUFA money, 
faltering programs and alleged 
falsified recordings of low-income 
residents reportedly having been 
serviced by CUFA. 

“But, you see, the system is 
behind us not them (the 
Jaycees.),” Norman said 

The system apparently wasn’t 
behind the Wayne Jaycees this year 
when that group came to the aid of a 
Wayne resident who was facing the 
threat of a gas shut-off. 

In fact, the system had failed that 
senior and ignored the Jaycees 


“This senior needed help from 
CUFA, but for a year was refused 
help Then it was almost too late We 
stepped in and helped her,” said 
Caincross. 

Caincross said a Wayne senior 
was discovered heating her home 
with two portable heaters She was 
without gas 

The Jaycees intervened and paid 
more than $1 10 for 125 gallons of the 
fuel, helping her to make it through 


the winter season without total 
reliance on the portable heaters 

That local chapter also responded 
to the needs of seniors without 
transportation, food, in need of their 
homes to be insulated against severe 
weather conditions, and with a 
yearly budget of about $24,000 raised 
through Jaycee efforts, they are 
able to accomplish a part of their 
goals 

But we’d like to do more We’re 


doing for people, but we re getting 
shafted because we have to pay 
ourselves for everything we want to 
do,” Caincross said 
“You’d think somewhere along the 
line we’d get help ” 

Joyner believes the Jaycees are 
accomplishing tasks with little or no 
funding that the bureaucrats have 
proven incapable of doing, even with 
the necessary funding 
“The bureaucrats, though, think 
they own the world The bottom line 


is the Jaycees right now are doing 
what the bureaucrats can’t do, but 
the bureaucrats know a good thing 
and don’t want to funnel the money 
anywhere but to themselves,” 
Joyner said “It’s a losing battle.” 

If Schrebier and his fellow 
volunteers had their way, however, 
they’d be given the chance to 
demonstrate their capabilities

IRS wants you! 

Undelivered refunds 
seek their ' owners' 


The Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) wants you Glenda Barks- 
dale of Inkster, Stanley Borden of 
Canton Township and a list of other 
area residents who stand to benefit 
by answering the call. 

According to IRS officials, there 
are a good number of undelivered 
federal tax refund checks of 
Michigan taxpayers, many in the 
Western Wayne County area, that 
are waiting to be claimed. 

Many of these checks, according 
to the IRS, remain undelivered 
because taxpayers have moved and 
left no forwarding address with the 
U S. Postal Service. 

Taxpayers who have not changed 
addresses, but still have not 
received their tax refunds should 
check with IRS as soon as possible, 
officials said, because refund delays 
can also be caused by lost or stolen 
checks. In these cases, the IRS can 
put tracers on the missing checks. 

Some refunds may be delayed 
because of errors, or omissions, on

6 percent pay hike

fiscal year would see Romulus come 
out short to the tune of $1 million or 
more. 

Adding to his statement Thursday 
in turning down salary boosts for the 
city’s three elected officials, Folmar 
defended council members who 
supported the pay board’s recom- 
mendation. 

‘Those council members voting 
against the denial did so because 
they felt a fair and equitable wage 
for elected city officials is in the best 
interests of the community.” 

In like measure, the clerk also 
defended the vote of the three 
council members who voted for the 
salary denial. 

“We (mayor, clerk and treasurer) 
are sensitive to those who voted for 


the salary increase denial. It was 
one of the factors we considered in 
deferring the salary raises now.” 

Thursday Raspberry said the 
mayor was getting the 6 percent 
salary boost not long after he had 
turned down a 7 percent salary raise 
for the city’s three foremen in 
contract talks now going on. He said 
the matter now was in mediation. 

“The 6 percent salary raises were 
not budgeted in the city budget for 
the 1979-80 fiscal year,” Raspberry 
contended. 

He explained that prior to the 
start of this fiscal year — July 1, 1979 
— the mayor had appointed a 
committee to make salary 
recommendations for city depart- 
ment heads and non-union per- 
sonnel. The committee was made up 


of Oakley, council member 
McAnally, council member Mary 
Carter and council member Gerry 
Canejo. 

Raspberry said the mayor and 
other committee members 
recommended a 7 percent salary 
boost for city employees making 
under $15,000 annually and a 5 
percent salary jump for those 
making more than $15,000 yearly. 

“Yet, the mayor was going to 
accept a 6 percent salary increase 
for himself after he had announced a 
cutback on city expenditures due to 
the current cash crisis.” Raspberry 
said. 

Raspberry cited a statement 
made Wednesday night by the 
treasurer which revealed that a 
third of the city’s accounts now show 
“a zero balance”.

The delegates will spend four days 
deliberating issues in several areas, 
including : Capital Formation and 
Retention, Government Regulation 
and Paperwork, Women in Business, 
Minority Business Development, 
International Trade, Inflation, 
Economic Policy, and Government 
Programs, Federal Procurement, 
Veterans in Business, Energy, In- 
novation and Technology, En- 
treprenual Education and 
Management Assistance. 

Obviously from the above agenda, 
the delegates will be busy. But in 
addition to their busy schedule, they 
will also hear a number of 
distinguished speakers addressing 
the subject of the climate for the 
small business in America. 

President Carter is scheduled to 
deliver the opening address on 
Sunday, Jan 13. Subsequent 
speakers will include William 
Miller, secretary of treasury , Alfred 
Kahn, assistant to the President on

The final day of the conference, 
delegates will vote on resolutions 
proposed by various theme areas 
Their final recommendations will 
include proposals that may be 
enacted in three separate ways:

House of Representatives were

Christmas program 
termed 'successful' 
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Breaking the ice 


Lakes spawn communities of winter fishermen 


When winter s blast of freezing 
temperatures seals over Michigan’s 
inland waters, thousands of hardy 
souls venture from their cozy con- 
fines to “break the ice” for another 
go-around at cold-weather fishing. 

Almost overnight, hundreds of 
little communities spring up on 
lakes and bays, populated by a breed 
of rugged sportsmen and women 

Bone-chilling as the weather may 
be. these small settlements are hot 
spots for action as their residents 
spud holes in the ice. jiggle an ice fly 
for panfish, set tip-ups for walleye, 
pike or lake trout, or toss a spear at 
a northern or muskie. 

All this, plus the camaraderie of 
the folks “next door”, keeps calling 
fishermen back to their shanty 
towns until the spring thaw sets in. 

There are three basic ways to go 
about ice fishing— with hand lines, 
tip-ups, or spears The first two are 
by far the most popular, probably 
because they are the simplest and 
can be used for taking just about 
every kind of fish on Michigan’s 
legal catch list during the winter. 

Spear fishing is a more specialized 
rt, which puts a premium on 
tience and accuracy. Generally, 
three types of fishing are best 
m around dawn until mid- 
ming and again from late af- 
rnoon to sundown. However, 
pearing action usually holds up 
throughout the day. Early, late, or in 
between, get out whenever you have 
the chance. 

Another general thing to keep in 
mind is that fish become rather 
sluggish during the winter, and 
move around less than in the 
summer. So it stands to reason that 


the more holes you cut and try, the 
better your chances for locating fish 

In getting geared up, you’ll want a 
fiber-glass rod 3 to 5 feet long. A 
limber rod usually is preferred for 
catching panfish and trout and a stiff 
rod, which aids a firmer setting of 
the hook, for pike, walleye and 
muskie. 

If you’re going after large trout or 
other big fish, a good free running 
reel, instead of the usual line- 
winding cleat, is a must. It will allow' 
you to “play” your fish better. Also, 
when used without a bobbler, this 
reel will let you change your fishing 
depth with the twig* of a finger. 

Some fishermen substitute for the 
bobbler by curling part of the line 
around their finger to get the 
“message” when they have a bite. 

Fishermen who don’t care for 
reels keep their excess line from 
freezing and out of the way by 
winding it around two L-screws 
which are placed about 12 inches 
apart on the wooden handles of their 
rods. 

Choice in the strength of lines also 
varies, with not over 4-pound test 
recommended for best action on 
bluegills, other panfish, brown and 
rainbow' trout. Some sportsmen who 
are angling specifically for pike or 
muskies, have lines that go as high 
as 8-12 pound test. Neglecting to use 
light lines probably is the most 
frequent mistake of unsuccessful 
fishermen. Occasionally, fish will 
break the lighter line, but with some 
finesse, you can land most fish and 
are certain to have more bites. One 
thing ice fishermen are unanimous 
about is that the line should be 
transparent monofilament. 


When it comes to the bobber, the 
smaller the better, as long as it’s big 
enough to stay afloat. Fish generally 
don’t bite as eagerly in the winter as 
during the summer. Thus, the float 
buoyance and lure weight should be 
balanced so the slightest nibble will 
sink the bobber and offer minimum 
resistance to the fish If the float is to 
buoyant, fish often spit out the bait. 

Assuming for the moment that 
you’ve picked the right baits and 
hooks, the strategy in hand line 
fishing is pretty simple. You just 
“bob” or “jig” your line with a short 
up-and-down motion to attract fish 
to your bait. Stop every couple of 
minutes. This will enable you to feel 
a bite, and give fish a better crack at 
your offerings. 

Tip-ups, equipped with reels and 
flags, are used mostly for larger 
fish; northern pike, walleyes, 
muskies, and lake trout. They are 
cheap to buy or easy to make. Most 
of those on the market are made to 
fold up for compact handling. 
There’s no big trick to operating tip- 
ups, they are merely baited and set 
out. When a fish bites, the flag flies 
up and the fun begins. The rest is up 
to the fishermen, and he goes to it by 
giving his line a solid jerk, setting 
the hook in the fish. 

Next, he pulls the line in rapidly, 
hand over hand When he has the 
fish near the hole, it’s time to play it 
careful. In their haste, anglers most 
frequently lose their catches at this 
point by trying to get the fish on the 
ice before it is ready. Be prepared on 
the violent surges to let the line slip 
through your fingers— but always 
with some tension. 

As you may have guessed, tip-ups 


'Be Trim ' handies yo-yo 
syndrome of weight loss 


Dealing with the “yo-yo syn- 
drome” and “pigging out” are 
among the goals of “Be Trim,” a 
new eating management program 
now available to the public through 
the St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
Education Center. 

“Our program tries to ease par- 
ticipants into life-style changes that 
will lead to gradual, permanent 
weight loss,” explained Bobbie Sch- 
wartz, developer of “Be Trim.” 

She said elements of “Be Trim” 
grew from six years of teaching 
other weight-control programs in 
Washtenaw County. 

“We de-emphasize dieting 
because it is an ‘off and on’ approach 
that usually results in weight being 
off and on— the yo-yo syndrome,” 


she noted. 

Altering attitudes towards eating 
also is a major thrust. 

“The tendency to think of foods in 
moral terms, as ‘good’ and ‘bad,’ 
promotes guilty feelings at 
overeating, and excessive guilt can 
trigger a series of overeating 
binges,” she said. “We try to 
eliminate guilt and encourage the 
idea that all foods are permissible, 
one must simply learn to control the 
quantity. When this idea is ab- 
sorbed, it becomes far more likely 
that overeating binges, or ‘pig outs,’ 
will be isolated events.” 

Ms. Schwartz noted that “Be 
Trim” previously has been available 
only to empoloyees of the Catherine 
McAuley Health Center (CMHC),

are especially nice to have in colder 
weather when it’s hard to stand 
guard over fishing holes for a long 
period of time. Once they are set out, 
the fisherman can retire to a warm 
shanty and wait for the action to pop. 
Or, for those who like variety in their 
sport, tip-ups give them a chance to 
also try their luck at hand line 
fishing. 

An absolute “must” when 
spearing is a good dark shanty 
which eliminates the chance of fish 
seeing you and being spooked. If you 
have a stove, make sure that the 
glow from it is blocked. The shanty 
itself should be sturdily built so the 
sound from your movements inside 
will not travel through the ice. 

As for the fisherman, he should 
wear dark clothes and gloves so he 
won’t tip himself off to his un- 
derwater targets. 

For accuracy’s sake, use a spear 
that is weighted. Those that aren’t 
have to be thrown too hard and this 
tends to make them angle off course. 
Overall weight of the spear depends 
upon the fisherman’s tastes and the 
kind of fish he’s going after. The 
spear used on whopping-sized 
sturgeon may weigh as much as 15- 
18 pounds. 

Whatever the weight, the spear 
you’ll want will have seven to nine 
strong tines and about a 7-foot 
handle with a rope attached so you 
won’t lose it. In attaching the rope, 
here’s a little trick which sometimes 
may be the difference between 
landing a fish and losing it. Run your 
rope through a cotterpin on the 
spear’s handle down to the tines 
where it is tied fast or secured with a 
metal ring. 

When you hit the mark and start to 
haul the fish in, a slight jerk pulls the 
cotterpin out and lets you lift the 
spear with the tines up. If the fish is 
not speared very well, this helps to 
keep it on the tines instead of giving 
it a chance to work free. 

Getting back to the preliminaries, 
the element of surprise can’t be 
overstressed as a key to successful 
spear fishing. So, in getting poised 
for action, lower your spear into the 
water before you release it. 

Otherwise, it will make a loud 
plunging sound when it hits the 
water, and alert the fish in time to 
let it dart away to safety. 

Naturally, before you can test any 
of the things we’ve been talking 
about, there is the small matter of 
making a hole in the ice. Many 
veteran fishermen say the Swedish 
type auger can’t be beat for this, 
especially when the ice is 12 inches 
thick or more. Others swear by their 
trusty spuds, arid some favor axes. 
It’s your choice. Of course, the auger 
isjV| designed for the type of hole 
tha? spear fishermen need. 

Whatever tool you pick, keep it 
sharp or by the time the hole is 
made, you may be too tuckered to 
enjoy your fishing. 

Safe ice fishing begins by sizing up 
conditions on your lake before 
carting shanties and other 
paraphernalia onto the ice. A good 
place to start checking lakes is right 
around the shore. If shoreline ice is 
squashy or broken up, it’s a pretty 
good bet that the lake is still not safe.

A comprehensive regional 
transportation system and a merger 
with the Detroit-Department of 
Transportation have both been 
approved by the board of the 
Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority (SEMTA). 

Tlie issue of merger had been one 
of the major stumbling blocks to the 
final selection of a regional system. 

Details of the merger were ironed 
out between the SEMTA board and 
Detroit Mayor Coleman A. Young 
only a few days before the Dec. 18 
deadline the board had set for itself 
as the date to select a regional 
transit plan. 

TTie plan, adopted by an 11-vote 
majority of the 15-member SEMTA 
Board, includes an approximately 
12.8-mile light rail line which would 


operate from downtown Detroit to 10 
Mile Road — some 8.2 miles of the 
system, reaching from downtown 
Detroit to Six Mile Road, would be 
subsurface. The plan also includes 
an additional 315 regular buses to be 
used in local and express service; 
more than 300 additional small buses 
to be used for general public dial-a- 
ride and for special elderly and 
handicapped service; expanded 
commuter rail service on the 
existing Pontiac to Detroit line, all- 
day service between Ann Arbor and 
Detroit and new peak-hour servie 
between Mt. Clemens and Detroit; 
and an approximately 3-mile people 
mover system in the Detroit central 
business district. 

The plan chosen by the board was 
a variation of one of seven im- 


provement plans under con- 
sideration The board chose the plan 
labeled “X-l“; however, they ex- 
tended the light rail line in the 
original X-l plan by approximately 2 
miles. 

The cost of the original X-l (in- 
cluding all service expansion) was 
$1 44 billion. The extension is ex- 
pected to add approximately $75 
million to that total. 

A resolution to merge SEMTA and 
the Detroit-Department of Tran- 
sportation was adopted 
unanimously. The resolution reads 
in part that “SEMTA and the City of 
Detroit (will) merge into a single 
region-wide public transportation 
system, governed by a policy board 
that would protect the interests of all 
parties and operating under the 


direction of a single general 
manager...” 

The resolution also assures that 
the city shall get fair value for its 
system, and the employees will be 
assured of protection for their jobs, 
wages, benefits and working con- 
ditions. The resolution also assures 
that the service in the City of Detroit 
shall be restored to a minimum of 
that provided in 1976, before city 
service reductions. 

The resolution specifies that the 
merger issue be submitted to the 
people of Detroit for a vote in or 
before 1982. However, according to 
SEMTA General Manager Larry E 
Salci: “The referendum is, of 
course, important, but at this point 
we do not foresee any major op- 
position on the part of Detroit 


Commissioners reject hiring of a county manager 


The proposed hiring of a 
management specialist conceived to 
temporarily administer Wayne 
County government has been turned 
down by the County Board of 
Commissioners. 

By a vote of 13-11, the com- 
missioners rejected the idea of 
Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 
during their meeting Dec. 20. The 
defeat was despite approval 14-6 a 
week before by the Ways and Means 
Committee, consisting of all 27 
members of the board. 


Testimony against the measure 
was led by Commissioners James J. 
Rashid of Dearborn, Kay L. Beard of 
Inkster and Alex Pilch, also of 
Dearborn. 

Rashid called the proposal “a 
waste of time” and a potential 
“waste of somebody else’s money.” 
Noting that the proposal calls for 
funding from an independent, 
outside source, Rashid said: “I’m 
not opposed if someone wants to give 
us money, but if somebody does, 
let’s use it for something else, 


something worthwhile.” 

He said the proposed consultant 
could not possibly conduct an in- 
dependent audit, could not 
recommend more effective cost 
reduction that the board already 
has, and would be unable to main- 
tain a daily account of expenses, and 
all ideas expressed in the Carter 
proposal. 

In addition, Rashid said the 
proposal would duplicate or conflict 
with the reason for formation of the 
County Efficiency Task Force. The 


task force is a prestigious 25- 
member group of private citizens 
representing business, labor, 
education, government and various 
civic organizations throughout the 
county. 

Commissioner Beard also argued 
in favor of waiting for the task force 
report, saying that appointment 
consulting authority beforehand 
would insult a “distinguished 
panel.” 

Pilch said the proposal was vague 


in reference to funding from outside 
sources. 

“It mentions money necessary for 
consultant fees, but does not specify 
how much.” he said. “While I ap- 
plaud searches for ways to reduce 
expenditures, and consider most 
such efforts virtuous, this approach 
is unworthy. 

“All the ideas supposed in the 
proposal are our responsibility. 
Let’s exercise it. 


citizens to a merger The citizens of 
Detroit, like other citizens of this 
region, have expressed an over- 
whelming desire for improved 
transit services, and that can best be 
accomplished by one coordinated 
system 

SEMTA currently maintains a 
purchase of service agreement with 
D-DOT which has provided the 
necessary funding for the City to 
continue its operations. 

Also, in or before 1982. a taxation 
proposal to fund operating deficits of 
the regional system will be 
presented to the voters of Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb counties. 
Although SEMTA covers a 7-county 
area, the services are concentrated 
in these three counties. Details of the 
taxation proposal have yet to be 
worked out 

The next step in the development 
of the selected regional plan is 
submittal of that plan to the 
Michigan State Legislature for 
approval of the 20 percent local 
share for preliminary engineering. 
Once the local share is assured, the 
plan will then be submitted to the 
Urban Mass Transportation Ad- 
ministration for approval of the 80 
percent federal share for 
preliminary engineering

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During Egyptian tour 


Delegation gets to know Middle East 


Eighty metropolitan area 
citizens, comprising a special 
delegation fostered by Wayne 
County Community College, has 
embarked on a 14-day tour of Egypt 

The WCCC excursion, which 
began Dec. 28, is focusing on 
meetings by local citizenry with 
their counterparts in Egyptian fields 
of business, education, labor, 
economics and the arts. 

‘The Egyptian tour is an historic 
event, a rare combination of efforts, 
including a variety of represen- 
tatives from our communities and 
professional walks of life” said Dr. 
Reginald Wilson, president of 
WCCC. “It will be an exercise in 
observing a different life style and 
culture, and an excellent op- 
portunity for us to better know a 
portion of the Middle Eastern ex- 
perience 

“We are especially pleased that 
the college will also be making 
formal presentations reflecting its 
institutional systems of operation. A 
significant goal of this trip will be to 
honor recent requests by Egyptian 
educators to highlight aspects of 
management and academic of- 
ferings presently available through 
WCCC as a national educational 
model.” 

Signifying what is truly an ex- 
panding ‘‘world view” of WCCC 
interests, the colleges executive 
vice-president. Dr. Mostafa M. Afr, 
himself an Egyptian by birth, has 
facilitated the tour in conjunction 
with Egypt’s Supreme Council for 
Higher Education. He foresees the 
magnitude of the January tour to 
provide future impetus for further 
international ventures by the 


college. 

Metropolitan area participants in 
the Wayne County Community 
College Egyptian Trip include 
students, homemakers, artists, 
teachers, educational ad- 
ministrators and corporate 
representatives from several major 
companies. 

Joining key WCC administrators 
at its first management-oriented 
seminar in Egypt, at Cairo’s Ain 
Shamis University, was the Systems 
and Computer Technology Cor- 
poration (SCT), represented by its 
president and founder, Frederick A. 
Gross. 

A second management seminar at 
Cairo University emphasized the 
application of management 
organization systems designed 
specifically for higher education. 
Dr. Wilson spoke on "The Role of the 
Community College in the United 
States,” providing an overview of 
the philosophy and mission of 
community college institutions in 
American education Seminar topics 
at Cairo University included 
presentations by Dr. Afr, 
"Management of Education 
Resources’* and "Management 
Organization Systems Technique: 

( MOST),” delivered by Dr. Milan M. 
Chonich, director of development, 
and Steven M. Racine, director of 
budget and management. 

Members of the college tour 
enrolled in a special seminar course 
offered for credit by the institution. 
The seminar, conducted by Dr. 
Wilson, Dr. Afr and Kandi Baba 
Kumasi, dealt with aspects of 
Egyptian culture, archeology and a 
historical "world-view”, based upon 
group experiences acquired on the 
seminar- tour.

Administration rules change 
would aid mobile homeowners 


Mobile home park tenants will get 
some extra protection in their lease 
agreements with park operators, if 
proposed changes in the Department 
of Commerce-Mobile Home Com- 
mission’s rules survive the ad- 
ministrative rules process. 

Changes in the rules, which will be 
the topic of a public hearing in 
Lansing Jan. 8, would require park 
management to offer leases to 


tenants for a minimum of one year. 
Current commission rules set the 
minimum at six months. 

ITie proposed changes would also 
mandate that all mobile home sales 
under the commission’s jurisdiction 
have a 5-day cooling-off period to 
give purchasers time to withdraw 
their offer. Currently, only sales of 
new mobile homes carry this 
stipulation. 


Also for consideration at the 
hearing is a requirement that park 
management maintain an inventory 
checklist to determine damages 
incurred by tenants from the 
beginning to the end of their 
tenancy. 

After public hearings ad- 
ministrative rules must be approved 
by the attorney general and the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Ad- 


ministrative Rules.

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Earth reaches nearest point to sun this month 


The year 1980 begins with the 
earth at its closest point to the sun 
and with two bright star clusters in 
view, says University of Michigan 
astronomy Professor Richard G 
Teske. 

“On Jan 3, the earth, traveling 
along its ellipse-shaped orbit around 
the sun, will pass that place in the 
orbit that lies nearest the sun. We 
arrive at this point each year in 
early January,” he said. “Six 
months later, in early July, the earth 
is at the place on its elliptical path 


that is farthest from the sun The 
difference in the earth-sun distance 
between the two dates is more than 
three million miles.” 

Also in January, Teske noted, two 
star clusters, the Pleiades and the 
Hyades, may easily be seen in the 
constellation Taurus. 

According to Greek mythology, 
the seven Pleiades and seven 
Hyades were half-sisters, the 
children of Atlas. Zeus rewarded the 
Hyades, entrusted with the care of 
the infant Bacchus, by giving them a 


place in the heavens. But their 
sisters, the Pleiades, gained a place 
in the sky when they w r ere tran- 
sformed by Zeus into celestial doves 
to save them from pursuit by the 
giant Orion. 

Nearly overhead in mid-evening, 
the Pleiades are the best known 
cluster in the heavens, Teske ad- 
ded., 

“To the naked eye, they appear as 
a compact group of six or seven 
stars. With binoculars, more than 
two dozen come into view Lying

history 

taught 


The history' of the 
State of Michigan is a 
subject long neglected 
in standard curricula on 
both college and high 
school levels. Wayne 
County Community 
College, however, has 
offered the course on a 
fairly regular basis. In 
fact, in this coming 
winter term, it will be 
taught at its Downriver 
Center in Taylor. The 
instructor will be Tom 
Jones of the Detroit

of Michigan, 
specializing in local 
history, Jones has 
taught Michigan 
History at other centers 
of the college, as well as 
at Washtenaw Com- 
munity College and 
Marygrove College. 

Supplementing his 
presentations with 
slides, films, and field 
trips, Jones attempts to 
explain the present in 
terms of the past and 
the national historical 


events from the 
viewpoint of the local 
level. 

“Local history has 
become extremely 
popular lately, and I 
have noticed this in- 
terest reflected in the 
students who sign up for 
the class .”

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about 400 light years from the sun, 
the cluster actually contains more 
than 150 stars, most of them in- 
visible except in larger telescopes.” 

The U-M astronomer explained 
that the naked-eye stars of the 
Pleiades are examples of stars that 
rotate at very high speeds, spinning 
nearly 100 times faster than does 
the sun, a slowly rotating star which 
takes about 25 days to turn once 
upon its axis. 

“The force exerted by their fast 
spin causes the bright Pleiades stars 
to bulge prominently at their 
equators. In fact, one of the Pleiades 
actually appears to be shedding gas 
because of its great rotational 
speed,” Teske said. 

“The entire Pleiades cluster is 
enveloped by a tenuous cosmic cloud 
of great extent, composed of gas 
atoms and minute flecks of icy 
materials. Photographs of the 
region show that the cloud shines by 
starlight reflected from the tiny 
particles in it, just as street-lamps 


and shopping center lights 
illuminate fog and low-lying clouds 
here on earth.” 

To the southeast of the Pleiades, 
Teske pointed out the V-shaped 
Hyades. 

“Marking the Bull’s head in 
Taurus, the group is the nearest to 
the sun of all the clusters, with the 
single exception of the Ursa Major 
cluster to which five Big Dipper 
stars belong.” 

The Hyades are dominated by the 
bright, reddish star Aldebaran, 
which is not a true member of the 
cluster. 

“Aldebaran is an accidental in- 
truder which lies half-way between 
the Hyades and ourselves,” he 
explained 

Both the Pleiades and Hyades are 
examples of star groups called 


“open clusters,” which remain 
bound together through the mutual 
gravitational pull of their members. 
Although about 1,000 such clusters 
are known, “astronomers suspect 
that there may be nearly 20 times 
that many in our galaxy that remain 
undiscovered. 

“All the member stars of a cluster 
have had a common origin and share 
a common birth date. By comparing 
their characteristic brightnesses 
and colors with computer 
calculations, astronomers can 
determine the group’s age,” Teske 
said. “It is found that the Pleiades 
cluster is youthful by cosmic 
standards, being hardly more than 
fifty million years old, while the 
Hyades have an age 10 times that. 
By comparison our sun is indeed a 
senior citizen, with an age of four 
and a half billion years.”

CHAPTER 17, 

ARTICLE 1.1 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND REGULATION REQUIRING THE IN- 
STALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF SMOKE DETECTIONS

Short Title: Amend Smoke Detector Ordinance. 

Section 1. Provisions of Chapter 17, Article 1. Section 1 (a) are hereby 
repealed and a new Section Ha) is adopted to read as follows: 

(a) Residential Unit All buildings or structures in which families or 
households live or in which sleeping accommodations are provided for in- 
dividuals with or without dining facilities The term Residential Units shall 
only include those existing single, multiple and mixed occupancy building 
types: one-family, two-family, multi-family, apartment house, boarding 
house, tourist house, dormitory and senior citizen and adult foster care 
facilities 

Section 2 Provision of Chapter 17, Article 1. Section 2 < b > are hereby 
repealed and a new Section 2 (b> is adopted to read as follows: 

(b) One or more smoke detectors, in good working order, shall be installed 
in all family residential buildings A minimum of one smoke detector shall 
be required to be installed in each Residential Unit, within fifteen (15) feet of 
any doorway leading to a room used for sleeping purposes. In addition, 
smoke detectors shall be required to be located at the uppermost ceiling of 
all interior stairwells. 

Section 3. Provisions of Chapter 17, Article l. Section 4 fc) are hereby 
repealed and a new Section 4 <c> is adopted to read as follows: 

(c) Single station alarm devices may be voluntarily installed in buildings 
without having to secure permits or approvals of the City’s Fire, or Building 
Departments; provided the single station alarm devices are installed ac- 
cording to the location requirement contained in this Ordinance However, if 
said single station alarm device is directly connected to the electrical 
system of the building or if the single station alarm device is installed by any 
person hired or reimbursed in any manner for the installation, the necessary 
permits and approvals of Section 2(a) shall be required 

Section 4 Severability. Should any section, clause or provision of this Or- 
dinance be declared by the Court to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof other than the part 
so declared to be invalid. 

Section 5. Effective Date This Ordinance shall become effective im- 
mediately upon publication in a newspaper of general circulation

ago in which a Catholic priest in 
Massachusetts refused to baptize 
the baby of a woman who had stated 
publicly that she believed women 
should have the right to choose for 
themselves whether to have an 
abortion. 

Now the Mormon Church has 
excommunicated a feminist who has 
taken a public stand in favor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) — 
which the church opposes. 

It is not clear, however, whether 
she was expelled for advocating 
ERA or for some uncomplimentary 
statements about the Mormon 
Church. 

Certainly one can sympathize with 
anempoloyer for firing an employee 
who rents a hall to bad-mouth the 
company. 

What makes excommunication 
from the Mormon Church more 
serious than getting fired, however, 
is that expulsion from the church 
means expulsion from heaven — or 
at least from the best location in the 
afterlife. 

To the Mormons there are three 
places where we may spend our next 
million years or so after we leave 
these earthly precincts. They base 
this on something St. Paul said to the 
people of the young church in 
Corinth. 

Wrote Paul: "The sun has a 
splendor of its own, the moon 
another splendor and the stars 
another. So it is with the resurrec- 
tion from the dead." (I Corinthians 
15:41, 42) 

TTiat is, we will go to one of three 
locations on resurrection day. These 
locations will be as different from 
each other as the sun is different 
from the moon and the stars in 
brightness. 

To put it in down-to-earth terms, it 
will be like the difference between 
spending eternity in Cleveland on 
one hand and Hawaii on the other — 
with maybe Dallas in between. 

The Mormons don’t put it quite 
that way. What they say is that the 
"celestial” or highest post- 
resurrection kingdom is where 
family relationships will be 
preserved. This is the kingdom Mrs. 


Sonie Johnson forfeits with her 
excommunication from the Mormon 
Church. 

The lower kingdoms (still open to 
her) are made up of individuals 
minus their family ties. 

For all its strictness in doctrine 
and discipline, the Mormon Church 
has more than 4 million members 
throughout the world. 

In this country, however, mem- 
bership in the Church of Jesus Christ 

of Latter Day Saints (the official 
name of the church) is down slightly 
from 2.8 million in 1971 to 2.6 million 
today, although the trend is upward 
again. 

There also is the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints with a total U.S. membership 
of 186,000 and a slightly different set 
of beliefs. 

This group is popularly known as 
Mormon, too (Mormon was a 
prophet of the church), although the 
Reorganized Church prefers not to 
be called Mormon. 

The two churches have a common 
origin. Both claim Joseph Smith as 
their founder. But there was a split 
after Smith’s death in 1844. 

Brigham Young took one faction 
west with him to Utah, now the 


Mormon Church’s world 
headquarters. 

Smith’s wife Emma and his 
brother William sided with the 
group which stayed behind and 
which later became the Reorganized 
Church, with headquarters in In- 
dependence, Mo. 

The Mormons often have been the 
center of controversy — among 
other things for their practice of 


polygamy (officially renounced in 
1890) and for excluding blacks (a 
practice which ended in 1978). 

They also have, on the other hand, 
been held in high esteem for their 
lifestyle, which stresses good health 
habits, family togetherness and 
personal morality. Now controversy 
is enveloping the church anew.

Iran, a hard lesson 



The heart-wrenching tragedy of the American 
hostage situation in Iran may turn out to be a 
very disguised opportunity. 

The events in Iran, to some extent at least, 
characterize the volatile Middle East. And the 
Iranian assault on our nation should make us 
think long and hard about the wisdom of having 
this country’s energy lifeline tied to Middle 
Eastern oil. 

As Iran and the oil embargo of 1973 have 
shown, this nation has mortgaged its future — 
and the note is held by nations who are willing to 
foreclose if our policies conflict with their in- 
terests. 

The Iranian students may have finally taught 
us a very hard lesson: we must become energy 
dependent. 

We must either take action to control our own 
future, or we must surrender our destiny to the 
control of those who own the resources that have 
powered us in the past. 

The country has delayed taking effective 
action for most of a decade. We have slipped and 
stalled, trying to retain our footing in a pool of 
quicksand. We have been unable to summon the 
national consensus and unity needed to forge a 
new path into future energy independence. 

But the response to Iran created, for the first 
time in a generation, a sense of national outrage. 
If we can harness that outrage before it slips 
away, we can secure the promise of an in- 
dependent future. 


the opportunity coincides with the lifting of 
federal oil regulations, giving windfall profits to 
oil companies. While the companies can still take 
a large share of the profits to find more oil, the 
public needs a portion to fund our shift from 
imported oil to resources such as coal, solar and 
wind energy, hydropower, gasohol and synthetic 
fuels.

Any home built before 1973, and many built 
since then, were designed to an era when energy 
costs were one-tenth of what they are today. A 
homeowner can cut energy use by at least half 
using the insulating techniques available on the 
market today. You should ask your utility 
company to do a free energy audit of your home

Another major thrust for America is ‘Synthetic 
fuels. But synthetic fuels will not heat our homes 
or fuel our cars any time soon. They are a hope of 
the future. Conservation is the best bet for today. 

One of the most promising of the energy 
alternatives for Michigan is gasohol, a blend of 
one part alcohol and nine parts gasoline. It is a 
particularly good alternative for Michigan 
because plentiful Michigan corn, potatoes and 
other products can he used to make the alcohol in 
gasohol. 

And while it costs more today, gasohol has the 
advantage of providing up to 5 percent better 
mileage than regular and no-lead gas. 

The gasohol mixture should be a part of the 
mix of approaches we take to solve the energy 
problem.

Home Heating Assistance Program

The Legislature has again set up a Home 
Heating Assistance Program designed to help 
senior citizens and lower income working 
families pay their home heating bills this winter. 

Legislation establishing the program for the 
third consecutive year was signed into law 
October 23, 197§. Under the bill, the program will 
be extended for at least two more years. 

Is the program different from last year’s 
program? Yes.. Last year there was a restriction 
on how much liquid assets a person could own, 
but that restriction was eliminated by the 
Legislature this year. 

Who administers the program? The state 
Department of Treasury, which administered 
the home heating relief program last year, is 
handling it again this winter. 

Who is eligible? You are eligible to claim a 
home heating credit if you lived in Michigan at 
least six months of 1979. If you are single, you 
must have maintained your own household. Only 
one credit may be claimed for a household. 

If you are a full-time student, you are not 
eligible if someone else claims you as a depen- 
dent. 

I get public assistance; am I eligible? No. You 
do not qualify if you receive General Assistance 
or Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(ADC) 

I rent mv household; can I claim a heating 
credit? Yes, if you qualify, you will receive a 
home heating credit regardless of whether you 
own your home or rent a home or apartment. 

How much is the credit? The credit amount 
varies. In general, the lower your income and the 
more exemptions you have, the bigger the credit. 
Last year the average heating credit per 
household was slightly under $90. which is about 
what it is expected to be again this winter.

For purposes of figuring the credit, the state 
established a so-called standard allowance for 
each household depending on the number of 
exemptions in the household. Beside your 
number of exemptions in the second column is 
your standard allowance. Your credit is your 
standard allowance less 3.5 percent of your 
household income. You will not get a credit if 
your household income exceeds the amount in 1 
the column on the right. 

Sample Computation 

John and Mary Jones had household income in 
1979 of $6,200. They are both 65 years old, which 
entitles them to four (4) exemptions. 

Standard A llowance $310 

Less: 3.5 percent of household income 
.035 x $6,200 ) 217 

Home heating credit 93 

How do I get my credit? You claim your home 
heating credit on the same form used to claim a 
Homestead Property Tax Credit. Step-by-step 
iretructions for filing a claim are found in the 
booklets these forms come in. Be sure to read the 
instructions carefully. If you are entitled to an 
• Income Tax refund or Homestead Property Tax 
Credit, your home heating credit will be added to 
that refund check. 

Where do I get the form 1 need? The Michigan 
Department of Treasury will send the forms to 


you if you are a senior citizen, veteran or 
qualified handicapped person who filed a 1978 
Homestead Property Tax Credit claim. If you do 
not get the forms in the mail but yoti think you 
may qualify for the home heating credit, you can 
pick up forms at your bank or post office, or at 
any Michigan Department of Treasury office. 

When do I have to file my claim? You should 
file as soon as you know the exact amount of your 
1979 household income. The sooner you file, the 
quicker your claim will be processed. 

Where can I get help if I have more questions? 
Tlie instruction bodklets for the Michigan In- 
come Tax and Homestead Property Tax Credit 
list all Michigan Department of Treasury offices 
in the state. Free help is available from all of 
these offices.

Tom Niemi, his moon face flushed by a 72-42 defeat engraved by 
an aroused Wayne Memorial basketball team, offered a smile as he 
sat down in one of the many unoccupied seats in Westland John 
Glenn’s gymnasium 

In front of him Cherry Hill and John Glenn were warming up for 
the finals of the Western Wayne Holiday Basketball Tournament 

Classic. 

Niemi. in his seventh year as Belleville High’s head cage coach, 
is off to his worst start. His team has lost six straight. 

“We re shooting horrendously,” sighed Niemi to the group of 
listeners who included a pair of veteran refs — Jim Tennant and 
Michael Brown. “When you can’t hit the easy ones, everything 
looks bad.” 

Niemi paused. He knew and the people around him knew — that 
this could have been an exceptional year for him and his Tigers 
But circumstances — like the exodus of some key players — have 
negated those prospects. And now he and his players are 
struggling 

“You know I don’t think it was fair of you,” Niemi said, aiming 
the dart at this writer, “when you wrote that ‘I had my hand on the 
panic button’ and later in the same article pointed out ... ‘all except 
one player could have stayed at home'.” 

There was a mortuary silence. Niemi broke it. 

“You know I have coached some great teams and kids and these 
kids rank with the greatest because they know they have to work 
extra hard. And they aren’t taking a defeatist attitude. When you 
have several children in a family you try to treat them all fairly and 
equally even though some may be more talented than others. 

“I have always tried to be fair with my players, not because they 
are players, but because they are human beings.” Niemi added, 

‘ ‘and it hurts me to see that, or read anything otherwise.” 

How can anyone say anything after that comment? # 

Anyway, is it true — to change the subject — that Belleville is 
dropping out of the Western Wayne Holiday Classic? There were 
rumors to that effect spread during the two-day tournament at 
Glenn. 

* I really don’t know what tosay,” Niemi offered, “because I feel 
any comment on that subject should come from the athletic 
director. I do feel however that the tournament should be staged 
before Christmas, so that the teams and their coaches can get a 
break and spend at least a few days with their families.” 

Ron Hellier, Belleville’s AD, was not available for comment. 

But. a note on a press release from Don Domke, athletic director 
at John Glenn about the tournament, stressed that, “This is 
Belleville’s last year in the tournament.”

That's the way Coach Steve Sch- 
wartz put it after his Wayne 
Memorial Zebras buried Belleville 
78-42 in the consolation game of the 
Western W r ayne Holiday Basketball 
Gassic at John Glenn Friday night.

John Glenn Coach Dan Henry 
never thought it would take his 
Rockets this far into the season to 
notch his first victory as a varsity 
cage coach.

Displaced homemakers eligible 
for vocational scholarships 


The vocational euucauon 
scholarships for special populations, 
including displaced homemakers 
and single heads of household are 
still available for winter term at 
Schoolcraft College. 

“Applications for the grant from 
the Schoolcraft College district have 
been surprisingly few,” said Jean 
Christensen, director of the 
Women's Resource Center. “We 
haven’t publicized the grant ex- 
tensively as the funds are limited, 
however, most of the response has 
been from people living a long 
distance from the Schoolcraft 
campuses. 

“Community college resources 
are really intended to serve the 
residents within each college’s 
district, although some exceptions 
can be made for ‘borderline’ 
residents. I know the need exists, 
and frankly I’m puzzled as to why so 
few local residents have applied.” 

To be eligible, a person must 
belong to one of four special 


population groups — displaced 
homemakers, part-time 
homemakers-wage earners, single 
heads of households and non- 
traditional job trainees. 

They must also lack job skills 
necessary to provide adequate 
financial support for themselves and 
dependents living in their homes, 
lack recent, skilled full-time work 
experience, and must be receiving 
no other federal education 
assistance. 

Both men and women are eligible 
to apply for these scholarships. In 
addition to assistance by the 
Women’s Resource Center, par- 
ticipants will receive the college’s 
financial aids, counseling and 
placement services and will be 
expected to enroll as Schoolcraft 
College students ($10 application 
fee). 

Ms. Christensen emphasized that 
the deadline for winter enrollment is 
approaching, and interested persons 


should contact the WRC at 591-6400, 
ext. 430, for applications and in- 
dividual counseling appointments.
